Tho Governor of Singapore has a ton- 
denoy towards socialistic legislation; ‘The 
following skit from the Straifs Tones is 
doubtless meantasa hit at this tendency to 
regulate the minutio of the lives uf citi- 
zens on governmental] models :—~ 


A BILL INPITULED 
AN ORDINANCE To PROVIDE FOR TUE IDENTT- 
FICATION OF DOUSEHOLPERS IN SENGA- 
FORE. . 

Wheres it is the custom of the European 
inhabitants of Singapore to live at great 
distances from the centre of the town and 
from each other. 

And Whereas it is the custom of the 
aforesaid inhabitants to call at oach other's 
houres for the purpose of leaving there 
pieces of cardbourd. 

And Whoeress among the better dispesed 
aul more loyal nf the pouple.thyro prevails 
the Jaudable custom of asking each uther 
to cat foud after sunset. = 

Aad Wherees in many eases there are no 
means of ascertaining wlyre an inhabitaat 
lives. 

And Whereas many men drive ap and 
down-lines and hilts scarching vainly for 
houses ta whieh they desire to go and thera- 
by fatigue their horses and loso their tem- 
pers and are tempted to use profune and 
ungodly words to the peril of their souls und 
the prief of their wives ! 

It is heroty enacted by the Governor af 
the Straits Settlements with the advico and 
eunsent of the Legislative Council thereof 
as follows :—

Name-plate Ordinance 1889.” 

2. At shall be lawful fur the Gevornor to 
appoint by namo or oflice an. cilicer who 
shall be styled the Inspector. of Nameplates 
and such other officers aa shall be necessary 
for carrying into offect the provisions of this 
Ordinance and to incur adch capenses 38 
shall bo necessary for the purpose. 

3. It shall bo the duty of cach householder 
within the Settlement of Singapore to ox- 
Libit at the usual ontrance te his compound 
hss name-in full on a namoplate or board 
conspicuously placed. Such name shall be 
painted in Roman capitals not leas than one 
inch long in white laminous: paint. upon a 
Dlack wround, and tho buard shall be so 
placed that it shall for not loss than aix 
hours exch day be exposed to suuliyht so 
that the name shali bu legible by night aa 
well as by day. 

4. A houschuldor ou removing from a 
house shall at unce cau his nameplate to 
be removed. 

5. Any person cantrareuing the provi- 
sions of this Ordinance shasi be tiable s— 

(uw) For the first offence to a fine not ox- 
ceeding ten dollars failing pryment of which 
he may be imprisoned for ten days ; 

(8) For a scond offence ta a fine not 
exceeding one hundred lars or to im- 
prisopmentt fur one muenth 5 

{c) For a third offence to 14 yeurs’ 
riyorous imprisonment ur te banishment to 
the Settlement of Malacca fur a periud nut 
excceding twelve months.

form about a third of tho population of 
their country, and are barely more nume- 
yous than the Chinese, while the latter are 
multiplying with extraordinary rapidity, 
ag can de understood when it is expiained 
that there are no ‘aws uguinet the, Chiness 
in Siam, und that the latter is quite close 
to China. They ere all over.the country, 
doing everything, iu every rank of life, 
from the thief to the millionaire, compot- 
ing io” every ocenpation, and especially 
absorbing the whole trade. The vessels 
consigned to Chinese firma are dischurged 
by Chinese conlies and the cargo distri- 
buted and sold by means of Chinese whule- 
sale and retail merchants. ‘Portions of the 
revenues aru farmed to Chineso, who can

pot paid by the people, a course which leads 
to much discontent aud to a diminution .of 
the prestive of the Guvernment, ‘The 
writer then deseribea the manner in which 
the taxes are farmed, and prucesds to argue 
that this prepondersnce of Chinese ig 4 
great political danger for Siam, because 
the time mast come when this vuat_ popula:

TEA IN NATAL. 


The Morning Post has on interesting 
atticla on the cultivation uf ten in Natal, 
from which it appears that if all turns out 
as well as is generally expected thore is 
! every probability that before. the eud of the 
present year samples of the first crop of 
bohea over gathered in Sunti Africa will 
find their way to the Londotimarkot. -Tho 
wiiter-says :—The climate there is warm 
and muist, there is, too, an abundance of 
sunshine, in which the abrub delights, and 
which js moreover necdfal for tho’ fall 
duvalopment of flavour and strength ia the 
leaves, for in China it is noticed that the 
tea made from plunta grown in tho shade, 
and not fully exposed, is invariably watery 
and tasteless. ‘Recently’ no less than fuur 
compnuica were formed in Natal to test the 
cipubilitios of the culony in the mattar of 
tevgrowing, Since the Nutal Company 
acquired its éstate the colonists have pushed 
on the work of plantation apuce, sv that 
there are nuw over one hundred acres ander 
cultivation. “Thirty acres ace planted as o 
nursery, one of the largest, it ia stated, 
ever jaid out in connection with tea- 
growing, and forty acres are réady for seed. 
Over two million seeds have ‘been planted, 
and upwards of a million and a-half young 
plants are already in such furward condition 
that they aro expected to yivld a first: pick- 
ing-early this year, But Natal is not the 
cily new country in which tea-growing has 
wes commeuced in late years with yood 
prospocts of success. In the Malay Pein 
aula the tea-shrub seems ty thrive oven 
botter than in India, or its native place, 
Ohina; Tho temperature and rainfall of 
Johore varies su slightly all the year round 
that “flushing” gous on every month with- 
out intermission. ‘The yield of ten is there- 
fwe greater than in India, Ceylon, or 
China; and as to the quality, it appears 
ty be equal to the very best: products of 
Assau: and Cyylon, sivee it fetches as high

Hi THE MANILA LOTPERY. 
During the past fow wovks, says the 
Shanghai Mercury, three or four different 
proclaniations have ben issued by the Man- 
dorins in Wueliang, Hanyang und Hankow, 
with reference te ‘he Manila Lottery, 
Beforo ‘these ‘proclamations were issued, 
advertisements of tickela were to bo scen 


posted up in almost every strest of 
Hankow, but the vilicial prohibiiuna of 


the trade havo had tho effect of stopping it 
entirely in these three cities ~ Tho ordinary 
price asked for a ticket was 16 cash, and 
though ia some cases.the purchaser way for 
that-aum have acquired a bona fide share in 
a genuine ticket, thero is no doubt that a 
large numter. of the tickets “sold were 
spurious, and sellers were simply trafficking 
on the eredality of their countrymen. The 
following ia the text of two of the pro- 
olama‘ions referred to =~ 


PROCLAMATION BY THE FREFECT OF 
WUCHANG. 

Whereas gambling is a practice most in; 
jurivus to tho peoplo,, repeated orders have

-(Being-a-papor read by. HE: Shieda, 
Japancso Minister to Peking, before tho 
Peking Oriental Society.)

was a man named Nuci-su-chi, who brought 
aver with him an image of Buddha together 
with many Bruldhist bouks translated into 
Chir Thos the imireduction uf that 
religion’ into Japan touk plico 487 yenrs 
later than in Ciing, where it was introduced 
in the reiga of the Emperor Ming of the 
dynasty How-han ale corresponding to 
65 years A.D. Cores was ot that his- 
torical epoch in mauy ether respects in the 
position of a medium vf communication 
botseen Japan and China until Japan had 
begun to eummeanicate directly with China, 

Tho Corean Misaion above mentioued 
came over to Japan with the object of 
atrongly recommending tho Emperor Kin- 
mei to adopt Buddhism as a national 
roligivi, as they stated that they were fully 
convinced as to the superiority of thit 
religion over any other that might exit in 
thig world, and of which even anch groat 
men as Chaw Kang JA &aB, or Conincius, 
never had any conception. It is thereforo, 
anid they, destined in the futace to become 
tho universal faith from which an unbound. 
ed amount of all kinds of happiness is to be 
bestowed upon the whole uf mankind, 

The Emperor was highly gratified wi:h 
the recommendation svt forth by that Mis- 
givi, bat not without mach hesitation be 
yan taking the decisive steps fur adopting 
ik 

The quustion as to the advisability of 
adopting it as a national faith was then 
niuch d senssed and finally submitted to the 
decision of the Cabinet Council. Cpinion 
was much divided. ‘lho chief of the party 
favouring the adoption was a man called 
rogano-lname, and the ova heading the 
oppusilion parly were Monube-Okoshi and 
Nakaomi-Eamake. ‘he Emperor seemed to 
be obliged to listen to the couusel of the 
opposing party and bad @ cided that the 
idal brougiat over by the Curean Mizsion be 
given lo Segano Tame, who had ehewn 
hutuself tobe much inturesisd in the view 
of adopting Buddhism, Me bad then sven
